FIRST DAY, THURSDAY. 



Marshall, Tex., Feb. 1, 1900. 

Fourth Annual Session.— The Gulf Mission Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church convened in its Fourth Annual 
Session in Hams' Hall, Marshall, Texas, Feb. 1, 1900, Bishop I. W. 
Joyce, D. D., presiding. 

Devotional Exercises.— The Bishop read a lesson from the 
53rd Chapter of Isaiah, and a lesson from the 26th Chapter of Mat- 
thew, announced hymn 214, and proceeded with the administration 
of the Lord’s Supper, assisted by Rev. C. A. King, after which 
hymn 724 was sung. 

Roll Call.— The Secretary of the last session, C. K. Woodson, 
called the roll of the Conference, and the following members 
responded to their names: C. W. Campbell, J. G. Campbell, L. W. 
Elkins, C. A. King, J. W. Lively, P. J. Robidoux, C. K. Woodson 
and Julian Woodson. The following Probationers responded to 
their names: L. Hoffpauir, C. E. Mock and John H. Paul. When the 
names of I. N. Pardee and P. H. Sanders were called, it was 
announced that they had passed to their rewards during the year. 

Election op Officers.— On motion of J. W. Lively, L. W. 
Elkins was elected Secretary and John H. Paul was chosen as his 
assistant. On motion of C. A. King, C. W. Campbell was elected 
Statistical Secretary and F. D. Van Valkenburgh was chosen as 
his assistant. On motion of J. W. Lively, C. K. Woodson was 

elected Conference Treasurer. 

Standing Committees. — The Presiding 1 Elders nominated the 
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Standing Committees, and they were approved by the Conference. 
(See list.) On motion of J. W. Lively, the apportionment for the 
Episcopal Fund was referred to the Presiding Elders for distribu- 
tion to the charges. 

To Fix the Time.— On motion of C. K. Woodson, the time for 
opening the regular sessions was fixed at 8:30 a. m., and the closing 
at 12 m. , the first half hour to be spent in Devotional exercises. 

Thirteenth Question.— The thirteenth question was taken 
up, and C. A. King, Presiding Elder of Lake Charles District, was 
called, his character passed, and he reported his District. 

Introductions — The following named persons were intro- 
duced by the Bishop to the Conference: Rev. M. B. C. Mason, D. D., 
Corresponding Secretary of the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern 
Educational Society; Rev. W. H. Logan and Rev. A. Williams, of 
the Texas Conference; Rev. H. O. Moore and Rev. J. T. James, of 
■ the M. E. Church, South; Rev. C. W. Jones, of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Marshall, Tex.; Rev. J. H. Calloway, of the 
Free Methodist Church, and Mrs. D. L. Williams, of Delaware, 
Ohio, Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society. 

Thirteenth Question Resumed. — The thirteenth question 
was resumed, and J. W. Lively, Presiding Elder of Marshall Dis- 
trict was called, his character passed and he reported his District. 
The list of committees was called, announcements made, the Dox- 
ology sung and the Conference adjourned with the benediction by 
the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY, FRIDAY. 



Marshall, Tex., Feb. 2, 1900. 

Devotional Exercises.— The devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by L. W. Elkins from 8:30- a. m. to 9 a. m. 
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Journal Approved.— The Journal of yesterday’s session was 
read and approved. 

Delinquents. — The names of the charges which had not sent 
in their reports were called. 

Thirteenth Question. — The thirteenth question was resumed 
and the following effective elders were called, their characters 
passed and they reported their benevolent collections and their 
work: C. K. Woodson, C. W. Campbell, L. W. Elkins, J. G. Camp- 
bell, P. J. Robidoux, Julian Woodson, F. D. Van Valkenburgh. 

Conference Stewards.— 1 he Bishop presented the following 
nominations for the Conference Board of Stewards, and they were 
confirmed by the Conference: J. W. Lively, F. D. Van Valkenburgh, 
J. G. Campbell, Julian Woodson, L. W. Elkins. 

Reports.— The following charges were called and reported by 
their pastors: Lavonia, N. L Sayers; Mahon, J. T. Ragsdale; Pro- 
vincal, Jean La Grone; Texas City, E. L. Wells; Hortense, J. L. 
Wyche; La Port, T. C. Barkuloo; Jefferson and Overton, J. Paul; 
Beaumont Circuit, A. Plummer. The following charges were’ 
called, but no reports were given: Baldwin, Shrevesport, State 
Line, West Harrison, Rodessa, False River. 

Twenty-second Question. — The twenty-second question was 
taken up, and E. L Wells and P. C. Chaney were called, their char- 
acters passed, and E. L. Wells was placed on the effective list. 

P. A. Drown Transferred. — The fourteenth question was 
taken up. and the Bishop announced the transfer of P. A. Drown 
from the Gulf Mission Conference to the Central Ohio Conference. 

Continued on Trial. — The fifth question was taken up, 
aadH G. Scuddy, (excused from the studies of the first year,) E. L. 
Ashmore and H. H. McCain were continued on trial in the studies 
of the first year. John H. Paul passed in his studies and was 
advanced to the studies of the second year. L. Hoffpauir and C. E. 
Mock were continued in the studies of the second year. 

Place for the Next Conference.— The thirtieth question 
was called, and Jennings, La. and Marshall, Tex. were* placed in 
nomination for the place of holding the next Conference, and Jen- 
nings was chosen. 

Gavel Presented. — J. W. Lively, in behalf of the church at 
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Marshall, presented to the Bishop a Bois d’Arc gavel made by the 
Master Mechanic of the Texas Pacific railway, stating that it has 
been fifty- six years since a Bishop of the M. E. church has presided 
over a white Conference in east Texas. The Bishop responded in 
a few well chosen sentences, congratulating our Conference and 
expressing a hope for a bright future for our work. 

Railroad Secretary.— S. T. Cross was requested by the 
Conference to act as Railroad Secretary. 

Conference Stewards’ Funds.— J. G. Campbell and L. W. 
Elkins were appointed a committee to look after and secure the 
funds of the Conference Board of Stewards in the hands of I. N. 
Pardee at the last Conferernce. 

Book Accounts Paid.— On motion of C. A. King, it was ordered 
that the accounts with the Western Book Concern of Walter Zim- 
merman (deceased) $12 and P. H. Sanders (deceased) $17 be paid 
out of the Conference Claimants’ Funds. 

Committee on Resolutions.— J. G. Campbell and F. D. Van- 
Valkenburgh were appointed a committee on Resolutions and 
requested to bring in a resolution touching on the work of Mrs. D. 
L. Williams, secretary of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 

Book Concern Accounts.— L. W. Elkins was appointed to 
arrange with the estate of I. N. Pardee, for the settlement of his 
account with the Western Methodist Book Concern at Chicago. 

Admission on Trial. — The fourth question was taken up and 
N. L. Sayers, recommended by the Lavonia quarterly conference, 
w 7 as admitted on trial, and excused from the studies of the first 
year. 

Received on Credentials.— The third question was taken up 
and II. O. Moore and J. T. James were received on their creden- 
tials from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as traveling 
elders in the Gulf Mission Conference. 

Recognition of Orders.— The twenty-first question was 
taken up, and the Orders of A. C. Burt, a deacon of the M. E. 
Church, South, were recognized. 

Announcements were made, the Doxology sung, and Confer- 
ence adjourned with the benediction by the Bishop.

Supernumerary. — The twenty-second question was resumed 
and P. C. Chaney, at his own request, was continued in the super- 
numerary relation. 

Admission on Trial. — The fourth question was resumed and 
JeanLaGrone, recommended by the Pineville quarterly confer- 
ence, having passed in his studies, and being favorably represented 
by his presiding elder, was admitted on trial. 

Committees Report.— The committee on Sabbath Obser- 
vance, and Sunday School Union and Tracts, reported and their 
reports were adopted. (See report.) 

Introduction. — A. Wilkinson of the Indiana conference was 
introduced to the Conference. 

Educational Report.— C. K. Woodson, chairman of the com- 
mission appointed at the Conference session of 1899 to confer with 
a similar commission from the Austin conference looking to the 
establishing a school, reported and the report was adopted. (See 
report.) 

The essential parts of the report were ordered published in 
the Journal, and a copy of the entire report placed on file with the 
Conference papers. 

To Edit Reports. — The Secretaries were authorized to edit 
all reports for publication in the Journal.

B. Bair, F. A. Haas, W. W. Jenning, J. J. Shirley, O. S. Cummins 
and C. K. Woodson. 

Seminary. — On motion of J. W. Lively, a committee of three 
was appointed to consider the location of a Seminary within the 
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bounds of Marshall District, and J. W. Lively, Julian Woodson 
and J. T. James were appointed on that committee. 

Temperance Report. — The committee on Temperance re 
ported and the report was adopted. (See report.) 

Election to Order. — The eleventh question was taken up. 
and John H. Paul was elected to Deacons’ Order under the “Mis- 
sionary Rule. ’’ 

Received on Credentials. — The third question was resumed 
and G. B. Hines was received on his credentials as a deacon from 
the M. E. Church, South, and placed in the studies of the third 
year. 

Communications Read. — The Secretary read communications 
from the Hammond, Lutcher, and St. Charles Avenue quarterly 
conference of Louisiana conference expressing their desire to be 
placed in the Gulf Mission Conference. 

General Conference Memorialized.— On motion of L. W. 
Elkins, the General Conference was memorialized to place all the 
white English and French speaking work in the state of Louisiana, 
in the Gulf Mission Conference. 

Draft Presented. — The Bishop presented a draft for’$56.00 
from the Book Concern dividends to this Conference, and the draft 
was passed to J. W. Lively, Treasurer of the Board of Stewards. 

Triers of Appeals. — The Bishop announced and the Confer- 
ence confirmed the following as triers of appeals: C. A. King, J. W. 
Lively, Julian Woodson, J. G. Campbell, J. T. James, L. W. Elkins 
and F. D. Van Valkenburgh. 

Memorial Service. — The memorial service for I. N. Pardee 
and P. H. Sanders was appointed for Sunday at 3 p. m. 

F. A. and S. E. S. Committee Report.— The committee on F. 
A. and S. E. S. reported, and the report was adopted. (See report.) 

Publisher’s Report.— C. K. Woodson, puplisher of the min- 
utes of the last Conference, presented his report and the report 
was approved. (See report.)

Love Feast. — The Conference Love Feast began at 9:30 a. m. 
C. A. King presided. The testimonies of the ministers and laymen 
evidenced loyalty to the church, strong faith, abiding trust, with a 
bright outlook for the future. 

Bishop’s Sermon. — At 11 o’clock Bishop Joyce opened the 
public service. He chose for his text, I John 5:4, "And this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, even our faith.” The sermon 
was clear, comprehensive, and deeply spiritual, holding the 
audience in wrapt attention for more than an hour. 

Ordination Service. — At the conclusion of the sermon, 
Bishop Joyce ordained to the Order of Deacon, John H. Paul. 

Memorial Service. — The memorial service was held at 3 
o’clock. J., W. Lively presided. Two had died during the year, I. 
N. Pardee, an effective elder, and P. H. Sanders,' a probationer of 
the first year. L. W. Elkins read the memoir of I. N. Pardee, and 
J. W. Lively read the memoir of P. H. Sanders. Several of the 
brethren spoke feelingly of these departed brothers.

EDUCATION. 



The Board of Education has aided 1825 students in 134 schools. 
Since the beginning in 1873, 8990 students representing 26 nation- 
alities in the Uuited States have been aided. 

We rejoice in the fact that we now have a school of our own in 
Alvin College located at Alvin, Tex., half way between Houston and 
Galveston on the Sante Pe railroad, in which our people should 
become interested and their sympathies enlisted; therefore, we 
pledge ourselves to bring its needs and advantages before our peo 
pie, and urge their support and hearty cooperation in all things 
pertaining to the welfare of the school. 

We recommend further, that the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200.00) be apportioned to the various charges of this Conference 
and that an urgent appeal be made to meet this appointment. 

We also recommend that the collection taken for public educa- 
tion now in the hands of the Conference Treasurer be turned over 
as last year to Baldwin Academy. 

We respecl fully request Bishop Joyce to appoint Chas. K. 
Woodson as President of Alvin College. Chas. K. Woodson,

ALVIN COLLEGE. 



We, the commission appointed at the last session of the Gulf 
Mission Conference to act with a similar commission raised by the 
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Austin Conference looking toward the locating of a school of high 
grade some where on the gulf coast, respectfully report as fol- 



lows: whereas, 

The Austin Conference commission on last March, 1899, met 
at Alvin, Tex., and accepted the proposition of the people of Alvin 
and located Alvin College under certain conditions, which had not 
been complied with fully up to the session of the Austin Con- 
ference, Dec. 14, 1899, and whereas. 

The Austin Conference on Dec. 19, 1899, appointed another 
commission to enquire into the affairs of Alvin College, and this 
commission met at Alvin, Tex., Jan. 17, 1900, and upon satisfactory 
security being given, the proposition of the Alvin people was 
accepted and the school located as a college of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, the Gulf Mission Conference commission concurring; 
therefore, 

We recommend that this Conference ratify and approve the 
action of the joint commission and accept Alvin College as a school 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church under the joint control and pat- 
ronage of the Austin Conference and Gulf Mission Conference, to 
do the work of a college under the laws of the state of Texas, made 
and provided for such institutions and such other provisions as are 
specified and provided for in the charter and by-laws of Alvin 
College.

MEMOIR OF REV. I. N. PARDEE. 



Rev. Ii-a Nichols Pardee, D. D., was born in Kingston, N. Y., 
July 29, 1840, and died in Jennings, La., March 9, 1899. He was 
converted when but eleven years of age, and joined the M. E. 
Church. At nineteen years of age he entered the ministry in the 
Wyoming conference. The same year he was married to Miss 
Mary Winchell, of Housatonicville, Mass. After about twelve years 
service in the Wyoming conference he moved west and served the 
following charges: First M. E. Church, Omaha, Neb., First Church, 
Ft. Dodge, Iowa, Superintendent of Dakota Mission, Presiding 
Eider of Mitchell District, Dakota, Financial Agent of Dakota Unh 
versity, Pastor First M. E. Church, Sioux City, Iowa, Chancellorof 
the University of the Northwest, (and other positions not known to 
the writer.) In July, 1895, he became Pastor of the M. E. Church 
in Jennings, La., which position he held till Feb. 1898, when he was 
appbinted Temperance Agent for the Gulf Mission Conference, and 
was reappointed to this position in 1899. 

Some weeks before the Conference of 1899, he had an attack of

La Grippe, and was so feeble during the Conference that he could 
only attend long enough to make his report. Soon after Confer- 
ence a complication of diseases set in and soon it was apparent that 
his work was done.

MEMOIR OF REV. P. H. SANDERS.
